Tips On Preparing Press Releases 


A recent issue of The Tennessee 
Fellowship News contained a very 
interesting article written at the re- 
quest of the editor of that paper. 
(The Tennessee Fellowship News is 
the bulletin of the Tennessee District 
of the Assemblies of God.) The 
writer was Mr. James Carty, Religious 
News Editor of the Nashville Tennes- 
sean Newspaper. Wrote Mr. Carty: 


A systematic and effective relations 
program will help an Assembly of 
God to interpret and describe its var- 
ied program of activities to people of 
a city. 


An Assembly regularly should sub- 
mit stories and photographs about its 
functions to newspapers. Getting an 
item in print frequently will keep 
the name of the Assembly of God in 
front of the public and will show 
that its programs are vital, varied, 
and dynamic. 


Such a program of press releases 
also will attract non-church members 
to Assemblies of God. It can be a 
channel for winning people to Christ. 


Countless religious happenings, 
both unusual and routine in scope, 
have news value. An event or idea is 
newsy if readers of publications are 
interested in knowing about it. 


Selection of new pastors and con- 
struction of buildings generally have 
wide appeal and rate stories of large 
space as well as picture coverage. But 
these occurrences are rare in the life- 
time of a particular congregation. 


Election of board members and of- 
ficers of other groups, annual reports 
on statistical growth of membership 
and budget, anniversaries and instal- 
lation services are of general interest. 

Other newsy events are staff per- 
sonnel changes, financial campaigns 
visiting . speakers, plays, pageants, 
cantatas, special observances ( Easter, 
Thanksgiving, Christmas, New Year), 
trips, rallies, revivals, formation of 
new groups. 

Excellent features may be done 
about service projects. When young 
persons buy a cow for people in a 
foreign land, or when women sew 
dresses for missionaries to use, news 
stories can be done about such 
worthy examples of spirit of giving. 

Titles of coming sermons have little 
pews value. Papers are printing less 
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of such stories and turning to other 
types of items. 


A church leader should take a news 
story to a paper prior to the event or 
at least the day it occurs. If there is 
not time to write the story, the re- 
ligious representative can phone it to 
the reporter or stop by his office and 
describe the event. 


As a writer begins to write a news 
release, he can try to answer six ques- 
tions: who is involved; what happen- 
ed;. when did it happen; why did it

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happen; where did it happen; how 
did it happen? 

The writer should put the most im- 
portant thing in the opening sentence 
and not at the middle or end. For ex- 
ample, “The First Assemblies of God 
today voted to build a new $100,000 
building, William Black, chairman of 
the board, announced.” 

The writer should place no more 
than two sentences in one paragraph 
and should write sentences of less 
than 18 words. He should type his 
release and mail or drop it at the 
newspaper. 

The writer should not prepare a 
headline, nor ask a reporter to print 
a story exactly the way the release is 
written (each paper has its own 
style), nor ask an editor to place a 
story in a certain part of the news- 
paper. 

The article submitted should be 
accurate, timely, complete and brief. 
Material should be specific rather 
than general, such as “Approximately 
600 voted to send a representative to 
the general assembly,” rather than 
“A goodly number -voted to send 
someone to some meeting.” 

Send in glossy photographs rather 
than mats, if possible, or half-column 
mats rather than full-column ones. If 
you are taking your own group pic- 
ture, use only three or four individ- 
uals rather than a great number, and 
incorporate some action in it. In 
illustration, show the minister hand- 
ing the rose to the proud parents of 
the new baby; a layman burning the 
note. 

Clergymen and Editorial writers 
help the growth of religion as they 
cooperate more closely in a program 
of explaining the good news.

CHRIST'S AMBASSADORS 


CHRISTIAN STANDARDS FOR 
HIGH SCHOOL YOUTH

aul in writing his first letter to Timothy said, “Let no man despise 
Of) thy youth; but be thou an example of the believers, in word, in 
conversation, in charity, in spirit, in faith, in purity.” Paul pre- 

sents Timothy wth a challange to be an “example.” 
This word “example” has set in motion the thinking of many of our 


Christian high school youth of today. In bewilderment some may question 
where the line should be drawn in regard to Christian standards. Some feel 


that in order to be holy they must 
refrain from things which we com- 
monly call worldly. This is not the 
case at all. One often refrains from 
doing certain things because he is 
holy. It is the Lord who sets us apart. 
No matter how hard we may try to 
be holy by either doing or refraining 
from doing certain things, we still 
cannot make ourselves holy. This 
holiness comes from God Himself; it 


does not come from what we do or 
what we do not do. Once one really 
realizes that God is the only source of 
true holiness then the problem of 
Christian standards becomes lessen- 
ed. By this I do not mean that one 
can “let the bars down,” for this is 
not the case at all. When one has a 
question concerning what kinds of 
standards to hold in high school or 
elsewhere, if he will go to the Word 
of God he will find what the true 
pattern should be. When one reads 
and studies God’s word he develops 
a certain sensitivity which indicates 
to that individual that he is doing 
either right or wrong about certain 
things. 

As a teacher in a large high school 
I have occasion to have Christian 
students come to me for advice about 
certain things involving Christian 
standards. I always listen intently to 
their problems, and I try to be very 
understanding; but I find it best to 
point the individuals to the Word of 
God for counsel. Of course, I can 
give my opinion, but the Word of 
God is the divine authority. 

Too long the adult population of 
our churches have “felt sorry” for the 
boys and girls in high school. It isn’t 
pity that these high schoolers want; 
it is prayer and understanding. To 
many of our students, high school is 
a real challenge; and they are meet- 
ing that challenge by living consistent 
Christian lives that are beyond re- 
proach. Many of them have accepted

high school as being a real mission 
field, and they are taking advantage 
of their four years in high school to 
leave behind them a lasting testimony 
of Christ’s love for mankind. By 
Christian testimony, I do not neces- 
sarily mean word-of-mouth. Our be- 
havior is sometimes a greater testi- 
mony in itself to both students and 
teachers. 

So, young high school friend, ac- 
cept your situation as it now exists. 
Make the most out of your four fleet- 
ing high school years. Accept the 
challenge that high school offers. Be- 
gin a consistent program of daily de- 
votions; be faithful to your local C. 
A. group; and be loyal to your church 
and to your God. Most of all — let 
Christ be the true Lord and Master 
of everything you do, for when He 
has the pre-eminence in your heart 
you will be a good “example.”

The strongest, single, basic factor 
of wealth and strength in America to- 
day is the Christian home. When the 
light and the fire of the home is ex- 
tinguished, when the strength of the 
Christian home is disintegrated, when 
her wealth is dissipated . . . the power 
of America is gone! 

America enjoys, at the moment, its 
most prosperous building boom. 
Houses are being built at an unbe- 
lievable rate all across our nation .. . 
One every twenty-two seconds. And 
everyone of these thousands of houses, 
to stand the test of time, must be 
built on a good, proper foundation. 

Jesus talks to us about this fact in 
His Words as recorded in St. Mat- 
thew:— 

“Whosoever heareth these say- 
ings of mine, and doeth them, I 
will liken him unto a wise man, 
which built his house upon a rock: 
and the rains descended, and the 
winds blew, and beat upon the 
house; and it fell not; for it was 
founded upon a rock . .. And every- 
one that heareth these sayings of 
mine and doeth then not, shall be 
likened upto a foolish man which 
built his house upon the sand: and 
the rain descended, and the floods 
came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell: 
and great was the fall of it.” 

As the wise man built his house on 
a good and proper foundation to with- 
stand the test . . . just so must the 
home be built upon a good and prop- 
er foundation to withstand the test 
that is sure to come. 

A house can be “lived in” by any 
kind of a family. Not so a Christian 
home! So many otherwise good 
Christian families do not have a hap- 
py, healthy, good and proper family 
and home life. Many times this fault 
lies at the door of the woman in the 
home. 

A wife can make the home. She 
can make it a happy, healthy place. 
She can create the correct, Christian 
atmosphere for the entire family. She 
is peculiarly endowed with the ca- 
pacities and abilities to make the fam- 
ily want to stay home because the y 
find enjoyment and_ contentment 
there more than any other place out- 
side of the church itself. She can 
command admiration and _ respect 
from even her unsaved loved-ones by 
the way she creates a relaxed, helpful 
spirit in her home. 
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We women have our jobs cut out 
for us. We must be neat in appear- 
ance and happy in spirit. We must 
have a clean house and good meals. 
Being disagreeable and untidy, serv- 
ing meals in a slipshod manner, ne- 
glecting the details of our person, 
will determine how easy it is for the 
family to seek its enjoyment and edi- 
fication elsewhere. 

I know of no more spiritual women 
than the members that make up our 
Assemblies of God W. M. C. groups!

Facts about Alcohol:— 

The makers of alcoholic beverages 
in the United States spend over a 
quarter of a billion dollars annually 
in glamorous advertising to help sell 
nearly 3 billion gallons of their wares 
at a cost of nearly $10 billion a year. 

Among the results secured by this 
enormous expenditure, are 4 million 
alcoholics, 3 million heavy drinkers, 
and a large share of the responsibility 
for 2,159,000 major crimes committed 
in the United States in 1953. The 
total was still greater in 1954. Accord- 
ing to J. Edgar Hoover, just under 
half of the finger-printed arrests on 
file in Washington were caused by 
liquor. 

According to the best evidence 
available, about 40 per cent of the 
88,500 traffic deaths and 2,140,000 
traffic injuries were due to drinking 
and drunken drivers. 

For every one dollar spent for pub- 
lic schools, about $1.80 is spent for 
liquor. 

According to Dr. A. C. Ivy, Pro- 
fessor of Physiology, University of 
Illinois, — five drops of alcohol to one 
thousand drops of blood in the blood 
stream are fatal; most alcoholics 
started drinking in their teens, and 
one out of nine drinkers will become 
an alcoholic or an habitual heavy 
drinker. 

“Total abstinence,” says Dr. Ivy, 
“is the only guarantee against alcohol- 
ism. 

Do we face prospect of bil- 
lion dollar campaigns? — 

According to a report of the United 
States Senate Elections Committee 
the two major political parties spent 
over $6,000,000 for television and 
radio time in the 1952 campaign. The 
Republicans outlay was around 
$3,400,000 and the Democratic $2,- 
600,000. 

Both parties anticipated this sum 
will be doubled next year with larger 
expenditures especially for television. 

The total national campaign expen- 
ditures in 1952 have been estimated 
as between $60,000,000 and $80,000- 
000 and politicians are talking in 
terms of a $100,000,000 or $150,- 
000,000 expenditure next year. 
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Jet expert predicts 3,980 


MPH seeds:— 


Ervin Heald, Douglas Aircraft Com- 
pany aerodynamacist, today pictured 
the future jet combat plane as an in- 
credible “whoosh!” — going 3,980 
miles an hour at 100,000 feet. 

Heald said it will look like a guided 
missle and will travel at six times the 
speed of sound. He said the minimum 
flying distance for a 180 degree turn 
at 50,000 feet is six and a quarter 
miles, but at 75,000 it is 22 miles and 
at 100,000 feet, where the air is only 
one seventieth as dense as at sea 
level, it is 74 miles. Optimum speed 
for negotiating such turns would 
jump from 992 MPH at 50,000 feet 
to 1,655 MPH at 75,000 and 2,980 at 
100,000 feet. 

Army calls for new Radio- 
logical germ weapons:— 

The army has ordered its chemical 
corps to develop new germ, gas and 
radiological weapons and the defens- 
es against them to the fullest extent 
the mind can encompass. 

The committee said the corps 
should stress research and uninhibit- 
ed speculation on how to convert new 
ideas into methods of subduing an 
enemy without necessarily killing 
people and without destroying prop- 
erty the victor might want to save. 


Electronic Brain cuts cost of 
Handling U. S. Checks:— 


The government is going to install 
a high speed electronic brain, replac- 
ing 350 employes, to keep track of the 
350,000,000 checks the government 
issues annually. 

The brain will not write checks, 
but will take over the complex dis-- 
bursing and auditin~ accounting, 
which go before and after the issu- 
ance of a check by the government. | 

About 1,50,000 checks each business | 
day will be handled by the machines.
